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1. Chinese residents of North Korea, who are mostly small merchants or farmers 
of the poorer class, have been subjected to a program of Communist indoc- 
trination since the war.* Chinese Communist work units, under the instruc- 
tion of the Chinese Communist Party, have been spreading propaganda and 
offering indoctrination in all sectors of North Korea through the United 
Overseas Chinese Association. 

2. This organization has branches in each provincial capital and county seat, 
with a central headquarters in Pyongyang. Of the three leading officials 
of each branch, at least one is a member of the Chinese Communist Party dis- 
-patched to North Korea for propaganda work, Officers of the branches in-

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In December 1948, the Pyongyang Nesauueeters selected from the branch member— 
ship a group of fifty men under forty years old who were considered receptive 
to Communism, and gave them three months political indoctrination, The 
course, based on MAO Tse~tung'*s histories of. the Soviet and Chinese Communist 
Parties and on his New Democracy, was taught by three Chinese dispatched by 
the Chinese Communist Party and one Korean lecturer from Kim Tsong 
University, After training, the group went home to pass on their indoctrina— 
tion to their. fellow citizens. Of a second group of trainees who began work 
in April 1949, five or six were sent into South Korea to spread propaganda 
for Communism, 


Trained Communist propagandists fron China were also believed to have been 
dispatched to various localities (not known) of South Korea in late summer, 
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Comment. Because of receiving equal treatment with Korean. farmers on 
postwar land distribution, many of the poorer Chinese farmers in North Korea 
were already favorably disposed towards Communism. The intellectual level of 
the group was so low, however, that the Chinese Communists felt intensive 
indoctrination was necessary. 
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ni, Because Chinnammo is considred an imvortant harbor, 


easily accessible to Manchuria and South Korea, three Chinese Communist 
oftfofficers are stationed there. 
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
